May or Ross and Ilenrv Vogel asking 
for the proper grade on that squ are 
with the intention of grav eling it was 
granted. There are bu t fou r proper­ 
ty owners on the squ are wbieh leads 
to 
the main 
entrance of 
Shields 
Park. 
At the 
meeting Tu esday 
night a 
petition signed 
by W. L. 
Johnson, 
one 
of the 
fou r property 
owners, 
was considered. 
It asked that the 
squ are 
be improv ed 
with concrete 
and enclosed 
with the 
petition was 
the personal check of Mr. Johnson 
for $50 to pay for the alley inter­ 
section. 
It is ex plained that follow­ 
ing the recent meeting of the board 
when the engineer was instru cted to 
set stakes for the proper grade, two 
of the 
property owners

The city clerk 
today gav e official notice to the team­ 
ster to discontinu e hau ling the grav el

There were bu t fou r of the sev en 
members of the board present at the 
meting Tu sday night 
and while this 
was a qu oru m there was no d i s p o s i ­ 
tion to settle the 
qu estion u ntil the 
retu rn of 
May or Ross. 
Howev er, 
the majority of the members present 
were apparently in fav or of improv ­ 
ing the street with concrete. 
They 
say that considerable money is being 
spent at the park and that the v isit­ 
ors 
there will 
not want 
to 
driv e 
throu gh a 
heav y su rface 
of grav el 
the rest of the su mmer. 
They be­ 
liev e that the traffic 
to the park is 
su fficient 
to ju stify 
the permanent 
improv ement. 
The matter will be 
taken u p aggin after the retu rn of 
the may or from Chicago. 
Sev eral minor matters were giv en 
attention at the meeting. 
The city 
engineer was instru cted to giv e a t­

so that no property owner will re­ 
ceiv e an 
ex emption 
for a greater 
amou nt than that which the law pro­ 
v ides. 
The board 
is 
composed of two 
members appointed by the ju dge of 
the circu it cou rt, the cou nty asses­ 
sor, the cou nty au ditor and the cou n­ 
ty 
treasu rer.

assemble« ! today at the first mention 
of Theodore Roosev elt’s name from 
the platform. 
The 
delegates 
cheered, 
y elled, 
shou ted, ju mped u p in the air and 
wav ed banners and ev ery thing else 
they cou ld 
find 
when 
Temporary 
Chaiman Robins named Roosev elt u > 
the “greatest leader of his time,” one 
minu te after he started speaking. 
The demonstration for Roosev elt 
continu ed for one hou r and thirty - 
fiv e minu tes, the longest on record of 
any National Conv ention. 
“The nation is clamoring for one 
man—Roosev elt,” Robins decdared in 
his key note speech. 
Robins named the colonel as the 
“greatest and wisest leader of the 
people of ou r time, the foremost pri­ 
v ate citizen of the world.” 
“We hav e listened to the wrangling 
v oices of the selfish narrow grou ps,” 
said Robins. 
“What we want is the 
nation’s fav orite son not the fav orite 
son of any state.” 
Declaring that “we shou ld speak 
cleanly to ou r brothers in spirit, es­ 
pecially in the Repu blican party ,” 
Robins asked for u nity on American­ 
ism and warned “those of an easy 
and 
accomodating political 
v irtu e 
they will not su rrender principle nor 
make u nworthy compromise to gain 
a meaningless and 
v ictory .” 
Ev ery preparedness and “Ameri­ 
canism” plank that Theodore Roose­ 
v elt lias espou sed in the last y ear is 
to he inclu ded, along with woman 
su ffrage and labor reform planks, in 
the 
platform 
of 
the 
Progressiv e 
party . 
William Allen White, member of* the 
Progressiv e 
resolu tions 
committee, 
from Kansas, and Dean Walter Lew­ 
is, of the department of law of the 
Univ ersity 
of 
Pennsy lv ania, 
hav e 
completed a prelimb ar.v draft of the 
platform, largely u nder Roosev elt’s 
direction. 
The platform is u nderstood to in- 
olu de tlq> following planks: 
Preparedness, inclu ding u niv ersal 
serv ice and a great nav v . 
Americanism, with emphasis on the 
necessity of a strong foreign policy . 
National woman’s su ffrage.

Colesiu m, Chicago, Ju ne 7 —Striv ­ 
ing against a handicap of cold, raw, 
rainy weather that sank into the 
v ery bones of rain soaked delegates 
and inv aded the conv ention hall in 
the form of a clammy chill, Tempor­ 
ary Chairman Warren G. Ilarding of 
Ohio today opened the Repu blican 
Natoinal Conv ention and sou nded a 
call for Americanism as the key note 
of the conv ention.

He got a brief bu t hearty welcome 
from the shiv ering 
crowd 
bu t it 
wasn’t long before his oratory stru ck 
a responsiv e chord and the au dience 
started to thaw ou t. 
When Ilarding 
finished he drew a twenty -nine sec­ 
ond demonstration—a demonstration 
the brev ity of which was scarcely an 
indication of its appreciation by the 
au dience. 
Senator Lodge, of Massachu setts, 
was elected chairman of the Resolu ­ 
tion' 
Committee immediately after 
tin* organization meeting of the com­ 
mittee was called. 
Adjou rnment came at 1 :27 within 
one minu te of two hou rs after Chair­ 
man Ililles had called the conv ention 
into being.

Harding had got well along in his 
key note speech did the Conv ention 
really warm u p. 
The Ohioan drew 
the first old national hall 
rocking 
spontaneou s applau se when 
hav ing

a 
nav y “that fears none in the 
world.” 
Applau se that lasted fol- 
lowed his declaration that the United 
States shou ld not he “too prou d to 
fight.” 
Harding greeted an au dience that 
was wet and cold. 
He got a politely 
elfish political | graciou s reception bu t as his polish- 
I ed phrases su nk into the au dience the 
15,000 began t«> forget their cold feet 
and wet clothes. 
The 
Repu blican 
conv ention 
met 
withou t any sign of any sort of an 
agreement on the candidate whom 
they will select. 
It was still Hu ghes 
and Roosev elt and Bu rton and Fair­ 
banks and all the re^t with nobody 
knowing ex actly what wou ld happen. 
There was no dou bt the G. O. P. 
Conv ention was mightily interested in 
what was happening and abou t tohap- 
pen at the Au ditoriu m where those 
who broke the bonds fou r y ears ago 
were holding a conference. 
At least 
one resolu tion was to he introdu ced 
su ggesting a combination of conv en­ 
tions. 
“This, is the coldest conv ention— 
inside and ou tside I’v e ev er known,” 
remarked ex -Senator Chau ncey De­

a tte m pte d holdup. 
The nineteen-y ear-old prisoner con­ 
fessed th a t it was he who robbed the 
Citizens 
State bank at Carm el 
six 
w eeks ago. locked C hester Bailey , a s ­ 
sistant cashier, in the vault and es­ 
caped with $1,29 9 . 
Doy le’s attack on the Fortville bank 
w as as dram atic as th a t upon the C ar­ 
mel bank. 
He entered the bank at 
about 9 o’clock, undisguised and 
a rmed 
only with a revolver, walked to a win­ 
dow at the counter and calmly de­ 
m anded money from O. 1*. Morrow, 
the cashier. 
Morrow 
precipitately 
disappeared 
behind 
the 
counter and raised 
an 
alarm th at was heard 
far up the 
street.

books, seized a r< volver from under

That 
same 
majority 
expects 
you 
to 
select 
a 
standard bearer who shall not only 
typify our expression of faith, but 
shall so enlist the confidence and tru^t 
o f our American citizenship that the 
work of this convention will be con­ 
firmed overwhelmingly at the ballot 
box next November. 
The country, wearied afresh by a 
disappointing and distressing Demo­ 
cratic administration, is calling for Re-

publican relief, and there is every in­ 
spiration, every encouragement, every 
confidence that the light of Republican 
conaeieTiee, set aflame in this conven- 
Goo, will illumine the way to the coun­ 
try ’s restoration. 


Let Us Forget 1912. 
W e did not do very well in making 
for harmony the last time we met. 
The country has regretted, let us for­ 
get—and make amends to our country. 
W e did not divide over fundamental 
principles, we did not disagree over a 
national policy. We split over methods 
of party procedure and preferred per­ 
sonalities. 
Let us forget the differ­ 
ences and find new Inspiration and 
new compensation in an united en­ 
deavor to restore the country. 
The essential principles of Republic­ 
anism are unchanged and unchanging. 
The lofty intent, tin* indestructible 
*o u i and ilie undying spirit of Repub­ 
licanism are as dominant today as in 
th e destined beginning sixty years ago 
<wr a t any time during the intervening 
years, and they are emphasized to­ 
day by the proof recorded to Repub­ 
lican credit in the matchless chapters 
*>f American progress. 


Principles Are Abiding. 
-\o political party ever has builded 
o r t*r«r can build permanently except 
in conscientious devotion to abiding 
jprim'iplns. 
Time never alters a fun- 
dftiiwrnal truth. Conditions do change, 
popular interest is self asserting, and 
“paramounting” has its perils, as the 
lieinoeratlc party will bear witness, 
but the essentials of constructive gov­ 
ernment and attending progress are 
abiding and unchanging. 
For exam­ 
ple, we ought to be as genuinely Amer­ 
ican today as when the founding fa­ 
thers flung 
immortal defiance la 
the faee of old world oppressions and 
dedicated a new republic to liberty 
ami justice. 
We ought to be as 
prepared for defense as Washington 
urged amid the anxieties of our na­ 
tional beginning and Grant confirmed 
»mid the calm reflections of union re­ 
stored 
Party Solidarity. 
It is not my understanding that the 
remarks of the temporary chairman 
are to tie taken as an expression of the 
f»arty faith. Such expression must 
•come from thi>, convention, made up 
of delegate^ who believe in popular 
representative government through the 
agency of politi al parties. 
You come 
directly from the people, commission­ 
ed to sjieak tlieir hopes and aspirations, 
to utter their patriotic desires and 
pledge their abiding faith. Out of the 
convictions and judgment and wisdom 
as expressed by the majority will come 
the sacred and sincere covenant of the 
Republican party, 
We are a voluntary organization and 
Ynrat find our strength in the enlist­ 
ment of volunteers who find the near­ 
est or best expression of their indi­ 
vidual convictions in our party decla­ 
rations, and there can lie no treason In 
svirfedrawal if our declarations fali 
t ort in their appeal. 


Mo Forswearing Required. 
Gentlemen of the convention, the 


first and foremost wish in my mind is 
to say that which will contribute to 
harmony of effort atul add to the as 
surance of victory next November. 
I 
wish that because we believe Repub 
i lican success to be for the best inter 
ests of our common country. 
The al 
lied hosts of the believers in Repub 
lican principles are in a vast majority 
in this country—when the banners of 
harmony are unfurled. 
We have wit 
nessod the come back of our party in 
various states. 
We have seen the re 
enlistment of those who believe in Re­ 
publican doctrines, and victory has fol­ 
lowed, and rejoicing has attended. 
No 
apology has l>ecn asked, no forswear 
lug required. 
This is not the time for 
recrimination, it is the day of reconse- 
cration. 
Rededicating here aiid now’ the Re­ 
publican i>arty to the progress and glo 
ry of the republic, let us bury party 
prefixes with the administration which 
our differences put in power. I do not 
believe there is a really reactionary Re­ 
publican bearing credentials to this 
convention. 
If there is he will depart, 
after our 
deliberations, 
solely 
and 
proudly a Republican, with heart aglow 
with the party spirit of 1916. And the 
welcome delegate who emphasizes his 
progressivism is expected to do his 
part in making our party a reflex of 
the best thought and best intent of sin­ 
cere committal to the uplift and prog­ 
ress of the American people, thereby 
strengthening party purpose instead of 
magnifying individual belief, and he, 
too. will find new rejoicing In being a 
Republican. 
No party can endure 
which is m>t progressive. 


Representative Government. 
In building the surpassing temple of 
the republic, which we have been do­ 
ing to the astonishment, sometimes 
the envy, sometimes the admiration of 
the world and ofttimes inspiring others 
by our example, them ever w ill he mod­ 
ifications and additions to meet the 
public need and conform to popular 
ideals. 
We do not fear to imitate nor 
fail to originate, but there can be 110 
discord about underlying foundations 
or essential w alls or proved ar< lies or 
stately columns. 
Mine is a deep con­ 
viction that the founding fathers were 
divinely inspired, and the wisdom of 
representative popular government is 
proved in the surpassing achievement. 
It is not alone the miracle of ac­ 
complishment which deepens our rev­ 
erence; it is not alone the conviction 
that we have builded the first seem­ 
ingly dependable popular government 
on the earth and exalted all its citi­ 
zenship, which adds to our faith, but 
we are the oldest of existing civilized 
nations with one passing exception, 
continued under one form of govern­ 
ment, and under that form we have 
developed the highest standard of liv­ 
ing in all the world. Surely we must 
be right. 
Recalling that the mightier forward 
strides have been taken under a half 
century of Republican control, after 
we led in fixing the indissoluble ties 
of union, the retrospection, the con­ 
templation and the anticipation com­ 
bine to fill the Republican breast with 
pride and hope and trust and faith 
and magnify our obligations in this 
crucial year of our national life. 
Much of the discussion of the hour 
is hinged upon a world at Avar. 
We 
need not wonder thereat, because the 
enormity of the conflict and the influ­ 
ences of its horrors have set mankind 
in upheaval. The traditions of civiliza­ 
tion have been broken, and the inter 
national 
laws 
have 
been 
ignored. 
There is a tidal wave of distress and 
disaster; there arc violent emotions 
and magnified fears. 
There are the 
extremes of incalculable sacrifices and 
measureless 
new 
fortunes, 
not 
all 
American. 
There are new wonders 
and 
new 
hindrances 
in 
commerce, 
changed balances of trade, new mar­ 
vels in finance and utterly changed 
economic conditions. 
These have a t­ 
tended embarrassments in our foreign 
relations as difficult as those which the 
individual citizen experiences Avhose 
every neighbor is involved in deadly 
quurrel. 
Everything is abnormal ex­ 
cept the depleted condition of the fed­ 
eral treasury, which is characteristic 
of Democratic control and the facility 
of the administration for writing va­ 
ried notes without effective notice. 


Unarmed America. 
Amid these conditions has stood this 
unarmed giant, typifying the American 
republic, neutral and sane, to whom 
the neutral nations have turned for 
leadership. Our national unselfishness 
had been proved, our devotion to hu­ 
manity had been established, our com­ 
mittal to international justice had long 
been proclaimed. 
The world had pre­ 
viously heard the voice of American 
fearlessness, and all the conditions 
single us out for leadership among the 
neutral powers, but the administration 
at Washington spoke with more rheto­ 
ric than resolution, and we came to 
realize what the warring powers soon 
came to know- that the official Ameri 
can voice lacked the volume of de­ 
termined expression that once demand­ 
ed international heed, and we lacked 
the strength of confidence in our owe 
fefenses. 


It is too early to estimate the debit 
afid credit account of the Euro pear 
\tjir with civilization. Out of measure 
less cost and inestimable heroism musi 
come a rebirth of individual spirit 11 
kilty, reawakened national hopes, new 
Hi erties and new baptisms in patriot 
ism which must prove some compensa 
tion. 
For National Defense. 
Perhaps it is a reminder more that 
a discovery, but there has come to u 
a conviction that this great nation, rici 
in 
resources and strong in patriotic 
manhood, lias been negligent concern 
ing its own defense. 
We have dwell 
in fancied r a t h e r than real security 
Pride mingles with regret in this be 
cause it suggests the mind of a natioi 
so free from intended offense that there 
was n * cultivated thought of needed 
defense, our righteousness of purpose 
is portrayed in our trust in unarmed 
safety. 
But there is a warning in 
bleeding Europe, and there is call to 
day for prudent, patriotic and ample 
national defense. 
There is no mlstak 
ing the sentiment. 
We are not think 
ing of the hysterical. 
We need not bf 
moved by a preparedness which is par 
tisan in conception. 
We need not be 
lieve in a defense propaganda inspired 
by those who aim to wax fat in the 
production of arms and munitions be 
cause there is none. 
I deplore the 
teaching that an anxiety about our nn 
tional defense is inspired by greed 
We rejoice in free speech and untram 
meled opinion, but patriotism is illy 
promoted by the imputation of false 
motives, whether aimed at those w ho 
believe in defense or those who doubt 
its wisdom. Such a teaching rends the 
concord of citizenship, which may de 
velop a worse peril from within than 
from any enemy without. 
Though we do not pretend to be ex 
elusive in our devotion, we Repub­ 
licans believe, sincerely and soberly, in 
adequate national defense. 
We have 
always believed in an ample navy, as 
invincible in modern might as John 
I’aul Jones builded in our freedom’s 
earliest fight. 
We have in mind a pro­ 
tected commerce on the waters and a 
sea coast secure in strong naval de­ 
fense. 
We were building a high rank 
among naval powers when the Demo­ 
cratic party interrupted, and we sub­ 
scribe to a stronger committal now be­ 
cause of a new realization of the envy 
which our wealth and our commerce 
Invite and a new appreciation of our 
Commanding place in the affairs of the 
world. 
I shall not say that it is ours 
to have the greatest navy in the world, 
but. noting the elimination of distance 
and the passing of our one time isola­ 
tion, we ought to have a navy that 
fears none in the world and can say 
any time and anywhere, ‘‘These are 
American rights and must be respect­ 
ed.” 
Economy In Security. 
It is not for me to specify the provi­ 
sions for naval defense. Since modern 
warfare is in large part a conflict of 
brains, so must naval defense be de­ 
vised in highest intelligence. 
Let us 
strengthen every arm—aerial, subma­ 
rine. fleet cruisers and great dread- 
naughts. 
Let him who is anxious 
about the cost remember that Repub­ 
lican policies afford the ample meaus 
without conscious burdens upon the 
people. 
Every forehanded American 
citizen, whatever his activity, knows 
that the cost of insurance against ac­ 
cident, theft, fire, flood or thunderbolt, 
assessed as a fixed charge upon his in­ 
come, is worth its cost in peace of 
mind, though loss never attends. More­ 
over, under any system security is 
economy itself. 
There are manifest differences about 
our developments for military defense. 
The president made a trip from the 
coast to the valley of the Missouri to 
tell the American people the need of 
preparedness. 
It might have been 
more seemly to tell tlie story to con­ 
gress, for that body was in session and 
empowered to act, and seemingly ever 
ready to testify obedience. 
However, 
congress undertook to provide an army 
for defense, and the majority wobbled 
between pacification and preparedness 


1. 
the Republican minority in the 
sen.. ■ put something real in the pend­ 
ing measure. We Republicans made a 
rational resi>onse to the call of the 
land, but Democratic insufficiency and 
Inefficiency art* recorded in the confer­ 
ence amended act and a federal nitrate 
plant to supply powder to the patriots 
and pap to the paternalists and federal 
fertilizer to the farmers in competition 
with private enterprise is the great 
constructive offering of a Democratic 
majority. 
Until the

civilized world is pledged 
and »«‘pledged to peace, and until civili­ 
zation commits nations to the nobler 
practices of the individuals who con­ 
stitute them, in which I would have 
America lead, this republic will have 
need for a basic army and a ready pro­ 
vision for military defense. 
We pro­ 
claim justice and we love peace, and 


Ave mean to have them—and w e are 
not too proud t<» fight for them. 


No Curse of Militarism. 
I Ad no one apprehend the curse of 
militarism in this fair land. 
We de­ 
clare unalterably against it. 
Our free 
citizenship, walking confidently, ab­ 
sorbed in the triumphs of peace, would 
tolerate no si;, it blight on American 
institutions. 
There is to be no sur 
render of cherished ideals. 
With that 
yearning for peace which has marked 
our continued development, with that 
same committal to justice which has 
given 
11s front rank in the onward 
march of civilization, with that »-arc 
unselfishness which led us to unsheath 
the sword for humanity’s sake and put 
all territorial aggrandizement aside, 
with that belief in the square deal, in 
dividual, national and international, 
which is the foundation of American 
faith, avc mean to go o n , an exemplar 
of peace to all the nations, an arbiter 
of justice to all the world, a promoter 


righteousness to all the people of 
eaiih. 


The Protective Policy. 
Subsistence is the first requisite of 
existence, and we have the higher 
American standard of living because 
of the Republican protective policy 
which makes of Americans the best 
paid Avorkmen in all the A v o rld . 
Out 
of the abundance of employment and 
higher compensation, together with 
the beckoning opportunity which otters 
every reward, we Americans have a t­ 
tracted the laborers of the earth and 
set new standards here. 
It is not for me to put the stamp of 
relative importance on pending issues 
The intelligent voters will determine 
that for themselves. But I know what 
they are thinking, and they believe 
that the protective policy which made 


11s industrially and commercially emi 
nent is necessary to preserve that emi­ 
nence. 
I know they want it restored 
ami maintained. 
For myself I prefer 
a 
protective 
and 
productive 
tariff 
which prospers America first. 
Moreover, I like the abiding consist­ 
ency of our unchanging position upon 
this policy. 
The Repubfilican conven­ 
tion of 1860 which gave to the nation 
and all history the nomination of Lin­ 
coln made this simple and ample u t­ 
terance: 
“That, while providing revenue for 
the support of the general government 
by duties upon imports, sound policy 
requires such an adjustment of these 
imports as to encourage the develop­ 
ment of the Industrial interests of the 
whole country, and we commend that 
policy of national exchanges which se 
cures to the working men liberal Avjiges. 
to agriculture remunerating prices, to 
mechanics and manufacturers an ade­ 
quate reward ; >r their skill, labor and 
enterprise and ¡ 0 the nation commer­ 
cial prosperity and independence.” 
We might tit.ugly reiterate that u t­ 
terance today. The failure of revenues 
under existing Democratic policy, the 
necessary resort to the imposition of 
direct ami offensive taxation—war tax ­ 
es on a people at peace—to meet de 
lieiencles which ever attend Democrat­ 
ic control, the depression and disaster 
which 
followed Democratic revision 
which wore relieved rather than caused 
by the European war, all these argue 
the Republican restoration. 


Temporary Prosperity. 
No one disputes a temporary pros­ 
perity in our land today. 
But it is sec­ 
tional in its factory aspect, abnormal 
in Its feverish rush, fictitious in its es­ 
sentials and perverting in its tenden­ 
cy. Worse, it is the gold sluiced from 
the river of blood* poured <>ut by the 
horrifying sacrifice of millions of our 
fellow men. God forbid that we should 
boast a prosperity wrought in such 
waste of human life. 
We had rather 
rejoice in the prosperity of peace. 
We 
had rather boast our good fortune won 
from the Avorlil as it stands erect, in 
a fair contest, where men openly con­ 
tend for the laurels of industry and 
the garlands of trade. 
1 do not mean 
that we must "sharpen our wits in 
competition Avith the world," for 
a v c 
tried that and involuntarily turned the 
blade to cutting our production and 
severing 
thousands 
from 
American 
payrolls. 
There was 
110 cut in the 
cost of living, but a visible hack at 
the capacity to live. 
The Democratic party is always con­ 
cerned about the American consumer. 
Our Republican achievement is the 
making of »1 nation of prospering pro­ 
ducers. 
Far better a high cost of liv­ 
ing and ability to buy than a lower­ 
ing of cost attended by destruction of 
purchasing capacity. 


The Cost of Living. 
It is worth while to recall the mag­ 
nified importance given to the high 
cost of living four years ago, first, to 
emphasize Democracy's failure to re­ 
duce it. though it risked and almost 
accomplished the ruin of our good for 
tune in attempting it; second, to de­ 
clare there is no such thing. 
What 
was thought to lie the high cost were 
only the higher demands and the lar­ 
ger capacity to buy, Avhieh were the 
natural reflexes of the higher standard 
of living reared under Republican pro­ 
tection. 
The one notable advance in cost has 
profited 
the 
American 
farmer, 
for 
whose befitting share in good fortune 
Ave have stood unfailingly and sincere­ 
ly. 
His 
reward 
is 
a 
Republican 
achievement, »tnd we prefer to cling to 
the conditions which brought to agri­ 
culture its delayed but deserved re- 
ward and hold it secure in Republican 
maintenance of a home market un­ 
matched in all the world. 
More, we 
want our basic prosperity to be home 
created and home sustained and not 
dependent ou conditions abroad. 


Dem ocratic Repentance. 
The nations abroad and the Demo­ 
cratic party at home are bearing wit­ 
ness to Republican wisdom. 
German 
industrial self reliance is the sequence 
to her adoption of u Republican pro­ 
tective tariff', and England’s manifest 
conversion to this fostering plan will 
magnify the prophetic wisdom of Re­ 
publican 
protectionists. 
Even 
the

and wabbling warfare. 
Our civilization has evolved the rules 
of right conduct and written them into 
forms of government by law. 
They 
were conceived in justice and devel­ 
oped in righteousness.
